St. Pa ul, J an. 19.—Senator C. K. 
Davis was re-elected to the United 
States seuate from 
Minnesota on 
Wednesday. 
But there was 110 over­ 
whelming majority and before the 
vote was taken it was an open ques­ 
tion as to whether the opposition 
would be able to break up the Davis 
followers or not. 
Every representa­ 
tive and senator was in his seat at the 
roll call on joint ballot, and if the^; 11- 
tire republican strength had been 
given to Mr. Davis, his majority 
would have been 26 instead of one. 
The scene was an exciting one and 
until Speaker Lee’s name was called, 
the last to vote, Mr. Davis had not 
been elected, he only having, received 
84 votes up to that time. 
When hi1- 
name was called and hiMiast his vote 
for Davis cheers rent the old capitol 
building that would wake the dt*ud 
Hats handkerchiefs and pa|>ers went 
into the air. 
It was impossible to re­ 
store order for some time, but the 
speaker finally announced the vote as 
follows: 
Davis 8 0 , Owen 24, Lawer 48, Mer- 
riam 2, Scheffer 2, Clapp 3, Lind 2, 
Dickinson 1, Stark I. 
The republicans of Minnesota who 
elected representatives to the legisla 
ture on the principle that the men 
of their choice would vote for the re­ 
turn of Mr. Davis to the United States 
senate, and found them wanting when 
most needed, are censuring those 
who bolted the caucus nominee in 
the most severe terms. 
The 
46th 
district can well be proud of her rep­ 
resentatives who stood by the choice 
of their constituents from first to last. 
With the unanimity 
which had 
been declared all over the state by- 
republicans for Mr. Davis it was a pe­ 
culiar incident how close he came to 
defeat, and one which will go down 
m history, and those who were untiue 
to the trust reposed in them only 
knew for a certainty the whys and 
wherefores of the combination which 
was formed to defeat him 
It cer­ 
tainly will be an unpleasant task for 
the members of the twenty eighth 
session who were friendly to Davre'

Where the flaw Water Spout* tp '• hrough 
a Hole. 
One of tbe strangest things to be seen at 
Santa Cruz, Cal. , these day» ta a queer 
•pouting rock, or rnther a tunnel and rocky 
aperture, through which the aea water boil» 
and bubbles furiooaly. 
Hundreds of peo­ 
ple have been outteeee iL The queer »poob 
gig rock was deeflloped during a recent 
storm. 
Every tw o or three minutes alter­ 
nately a volume of water sixt-y feet high 
ahoots into the air. To view it wholly from 
tbe surface, it appears to be a gigantic gey­ 
ser, compared with which those of the Yel­ 
lowstone park are at times insignificant. 
The water which is thro»m up tn such a 
great volume is sail brine from the Pacific 
ocean. 
For a thoooand years poterfbly and 
maybe more, for nobody knows, the waves 
of the ocean LavgJjeen playing such an 
earnest 
gam# of 
bide-and-go seek with 
themselves and the rocky »bore that they 
have worn great rhgwn* and tunnels Into 
the land. 
It is a rock bound shore, but the ~ock for 
tbe most part is not very hard.

Some 13,000,000 ton* of coal are burned 
in London yearly. 
About 4.000,000 are 
utilized by the gas m anufacturing com* 
psnies; 9,000,000 are burned in h ouse­ 
hold and industrial fire grates. 
Each 
ton contain* sufficient ammonia to pro­ 
duce, if treated with sulph uric acid, 
twenty-two to twenty-eight pounds 
of 
sulphate of ammonia. 
The total loss of 
this fertilizing agent is therefore, say, 
9,990 tona. 
As the price of sulphate of 
ammonia is £ 9 10b. the ton, the mone­ 
tary loss is £ 94,905 every year. 
If we 
were less wasteful we sh ould not be so 
much obliged to ransack Chili and Peru 
fer artificial manures.—National 
Re­ 
view.

Americans who remember the buffa­ 
lo as one of the most majestic and 
reftlless of wild beasts forg et th a t he 
has a cousin in Africa th a t is even a 
more dang erous foe to meet face to 
face. W hat he is like rnay be seen in 
the following story, told in the Phila­ 
delphia Press, by the first mate of a 
s hooner th a t in, September. 1889, 
was hound up the western coast of 
Africa from P ort Natal and Cape 
Town. The ship, nee ling repairs, wa« 
Iain to in Woolfish Bay a t tlie mouth 
of the river Kwakop, where livo a few 
poor natives whose dream of happi­ 
ness and g reatest evil is Medford rum.

Where the Sea Water Spout* U? Through 
a H o le. 
One of the strangest things to be seen at 
Santa Cruz, Cal., these days la a queer 
•pouting rqek. or rather a tunnel and rocky 
aperture, through which the sea water boils 
and bubbles furiously. Hundreds of peo­ 
ple have been out to see it. The queer spout- 
Wig rock was developed during a recent 
atdrm. 
Every two or three minutes alter­ 
nately a volume of water sixty feet high 
•hoots into the air. To view it wholly from 
the surface, it appears to be a gigantic gey­ 
ser, compared with which those of the Yel­ 
lowstone park are at times insignificant. 
The water which is thrown up in such a 
great volume is salt brine from the Pacific 
ocean. For a thousand years possibly and 
may t>e more, for nobody knows, the waves 
of the ocean hav#-J>een playing such an 
earnest game o t hide-and-go-eeek with 
themselves and the rocky shore that they 
have worn great chasms and tunnels Into 
the land. 
It ia a rock bound shore, but the ?*ock for 
the most part is not very hard. It is mainly 
a siliceous or micaceous sandstone of a light 
yellow hue. aud If you walk over it while it 
is wet you must be cautious, for it is al 
most as slippery as soapstone. In this curt 
ous stone the waves nave cut long avenues 
and dug out caves far inland. 
In some places the tops have already 
fallen or partly so, aod one may peer over 
the edge and look through queer circular 
holes fifty feet down into the seething blue 
waters. The tunnels, open cuts and this 
strange spurting rock are two miles south 
of Santa Cruz, not far from the Esplanade 
and in full view of the crescent bay. the 
mouths of the Salinas and San Iorenzo 
rivers and the white shaft erected to the 
memory of the •Franciscan friar Jnmpero 
Berra. The azure of the ocean, the faint 
blue of the two wings of the Cascades and 
the varied colors of the sky, with the other 
surroundings, make tho place one of singu 
lar beauty. 
It was odd to see such a column extend 
ing out of what appeared to be a level 
stretch of land covered thickly with grass, 
which for much of the year was redolent of 
wild flowers. Very fantastic the water ap 
peared. Day and night at intervals of two 
and three minutes the column would shoot 
up and as suddenly fall, only to appear 
again as before. Throngs went to see it 
and wonder at its fantastic colors. The 
wilder the storm the loftier the oolnmn. It 
varied from forty to sixty feet high, accord 
ing to the force of the wave*.

of the body. The men, though only aver­ 
aging about five feet in height, are enor­ 
mously powerful, and the women are as 
strong ran**ularly as their husbands. One 
accomplishment possessed by^hese remark­ 
able people is an amazing skill in the 
throwing of stones. They fling them with 
both hands and with such force and accu­ 
racy as to render them most formidable an­ 
tagonists in a fight. They are also the most 
skillful “bolas” slingers in the world, rival­ 
ing in the dexterous use of that Instru­ 
ment the old time Balearic islanders. 


Senator Davis Ke-elected.

ton contains sufficient ammonia to pro­ 
duce, if treated with sulphuric acid, 
twenty-two to twenty-eight pounds of 
sulphate of ammonia.

this fertilizing agent is therefore, say, 
9,990 tons. 
As the price of sulphate of 
ammonia is £9 10s, the ton, the mone­ 
tary loss is £94,905 every year.

much obliged to ransack Chili and Peru 
for artificial m anures.—National

A S a i l o r ’s T e r r i b l e T u s s l e w i t h a n 
A f r i c a n B o v ' n e , 
Americans who remember the buffa­ 
lo as one of the m ost majestic and 
restless of wild beasts forget th a t he 
has a cousin in Africa th a t is even a 
more dangerous foe to meet face to 
face. 
W hat he is like may be seen in 
the following story, told in the Phila­ 
delphia Press, by the first m ate of a 
8 hooner th a t in, September, 1889, 
was bound up the western coast of 
Africa from P o rt Natal and Cape 
Town. The ship, needing repairs, was 
lain to in Woolfish Bay a t the m outh 
of the river Swakop, where live a few 
poor natives whose dream of happi­ 
ness and greatest evil is Medford rum. 
Wishing game, the teller of this story 
nnd two others went ashore to hunt. 
W h at happened he thus describes: 
We kept p re tty do se together, we 
three, until we came to what appeared 
to be a natu ral opening or clearing in 
the 
forest. 
Half an 
ho u r’s walk 
brought m to this, which was a t least 
twenty acres in extent and covered 
with a light brushwood. 
“ L ook,” said Bostwick, catching my 
arm as he turned a ro u n d —he was 
in the lead—“yonder is a blooming 
shot, 
my lad; can you 
m ake it. 
T hunder,” he ejuclated in the same 
breath, “T here’s three of them .” 
Almost before I knew it. 
Captain 
W arner an d Bostwick had dropped 
to a knee and fired. Two 
brown 
bodies sprang into the air and then, 
with a convulsed twist, dropped back 
into the brush, while a third bedy 
went bounding as if it had been shot 
from a catapult. I had 
missed my 
shot. 
The game secured proved to be a 
pair of koo-doos, or twisted-horn a n ­ 
telopes. They are a b o u t the size of a 
Shetland pony, with white streaks 
running zebra fasdiion over their backs 
and sides on a reddish-gray back­ 
ground.

flying through the air, my gun knock­ 
ed from my hand and everything 
hovering in chaos around me. The 
in stan t I struck the ground I was on 
my feet.

I had reached it, bu t a t th a t in­ 
s ta n t tb s buffalo was op me again, 
and, dropping tfie gun, I had only 
time to seize one of its long curved 
and bare-like horns to save myself 
from being gored. 
In 
the ensuing 
two m inutes I lived an age. T o re­ 
lease my hold on the horn of the 
m addaned aninial was to precipitate 
myself to death. T o habg 011 m eant 
th a t sooner or later I would be 
tram pled to death. 
I had already 
experienced wliat this m eant, for, ly­ 
ing with my shoulders to the ground 
an d with the horn held close against 
my breast, my leet and legs were 
dragging along the side of the buffalo, 
and in this fashion one of the hoofs 
of the brute had been planted on my 
right foot with a force th a t m ade me 
screa 11 with pain, and led me to be­ 
lieve th a t my foot haff been crushed. 
My weight fortunately kept the buf­ 
falo’s muzzle close to the ground. 
I 
was a dead weight dragging him down, 
bu t hqw long could I sustain this un­ 
equal 
struggle? Tliep I 
began to 
geream an d cry aloud for help. 
It 
seemed alm ost useless, for the dis­ 
tance was so great th a t I did n o t even

American brook tr o u t only 
have been attacked, and none of the 
fish suffering from cancer have recov- 


1 red. The statem ent th a t the disease 
has hither: o been unknown am ong 
fish is open to serious doubt. New 
growths are often found in animals, 
especially when they have been kept 
long in confinement. The anim als 
which die in the gardens of the Zoo­ 
logical society are rarely of much use 
for dissection, as they so commonly 
suffer from tum ors of the bones and 
viscera.
